Increased water rates w ill be ef­ 
fective here March I. 
Last night the Board of Public 
U tilities 
adopted 
a 
resolution 
calling for increased water rates 
to finance 
expansion 
and 
im ­ 
provem ent of the water system . 
The rates will be 50 per cent 
higher starting with 
all 
bills of 
M arch I and after. Incom e of the 
w ater departm ent will be increased 
from about 
$97,900 
annually 
to 
about $146,800. 
Money from the increased rates 
w ill be used to pay for an approxi­ 


mate $750,000 plant expansion pro­ 
gram . It is planned to build an 
elevated storage tank in the city, 
an iron rem oval and pumping plant 
and to make im provem ents to the 
existing system to aid areas where 
w ater flow and pressure are inade­ 
quate.

After a two-hour joint session 
W ednesday night of the Senate and 
H ouse finance com m ittees, Maloon 
prom ised, if asked, to cut out all 
program im provem ents to balance 
the budget.

Cost of Living 


Climbs Again 


10th Record in Lest 
11 M onths Reported 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Living 
costs edged to another record high 
in D ecem ber. It was the loth in­ 
crease in l l months. 
The Labor D epartm ent report­ 
ed today its consum ers prica in­ 
dex rose one-tenth of one per cent 
between 
N ovem ber 
and 
D ecem ­ 
ber. This put the index at 127.5. 
The 1947-49 average level is the 
base of IOO used in the index. 
Higher food prices and shelter 
costs contributed most to the in­ 
crease 
betw een 
N ovem ber 
and 
Decem ber. 


The 
D ecem ber 
index 
was 
1.6 
per cent above the level a year 
earlier. 
Robert J. M yers, chief of price 
statistics for the 
Labor Depart­ 
ment, said there is no real price 
stability 
in 
sight, 
but that 
hte 
price level for January 
probably 
is little changel from D ecem ber. 
This latest living cost increase 
m eans a pay raise for over 150,- 
000 workers of one or two cents 
an hour. They are under labor 
contracts calling fos pay 
changes 
in relation to changes in the index.

Dairy products reached a new 
high, and costs of bread, fruits

Rents also edged up. 


Clothing prices declined som e­ 
what due to som e year-end clear­ 
ance sales, but clothing costs still 
were 1.3 per cent above their lev ­ 
el of a year earlier.

The course of history moves through the 
same devious channels centry after cen­ 
tury, civilization after civilization. 
Personalities result in additions to the 
famous names of written records, leaders 
appear at different spots on ♦'he face of the 
globe, tyranny changes geographical b o r ­ 
ders, undeveloped lands open new horizons 
for explorations and exploitation. 
But throughout it all the same forces 
which plagued the simple society of the 
caveman and the classical cultures of Ath­ 
ens and Rome still roam the earth in 
search of the next victim. 
Plato was one of the philosophers whose 
wisdom has extended through the ages. He 
was one of the gifted men who were able to 
look at human behavior from the aloofness 
of objectivity. He saw not personalities, but 
the natural 
human 
reaction 
to 
given 
amounts of ignorance, freedom, tyranny, 
reward, 
moral 
fiber 
and 
opportunity. 
Change one of these factor^ slightly. and 
the course of society is altered. 
From an excellent vantage point in one 
of the more famous, if cruel and oppres­ 
sive. civilizations built by men. Plato wrote 
particularly well of the creation of a dicta­ 
tor. He knew* every social gear, every gre­ 
edy pulley, each rung of self - acclaim 
which w’ent into the construction of a ty­ 
rant and he recognized the pattern as one 
suitable to every endeavor, every society 
and all levels of sophistication. 
“The people's champion,” w r o t e the 
Greek student of men, “ finding himself in 
full control of the mob, may not scruple 
to shed his brother's blood: dragging him 
b e f o r e a tribunal with the usual charges. 


he may foully m urder him, blotting out a 
man s life.” 
One of the first requirements of a suc­ 
cessful tyrant, Plato's writings reveal, is 
the creation of a tremendous bodyguard, 
for one of his first reactions to victory is 
a feeling of insecurity. Next, he “ makes 
large promises to the public, set about the 
relief of debtors and the distribution of 
land to the people and to his supporters. ‘ 
Finally, having defaulted on his promises 
and honor, he resorts to creating one crisis 
after another in an attempt to keep the 
minds of his subjects off his own s h o r t - 
cornings. His last step of desperation before 
rejection is to turn to a foreign power for 
solace and aid. Whether his bid is accept­ 
ed or ignored, his popularity is then in its 
descendence7. 
I 
There are modern examples cut from 
Plato’s pattern in varying stages of the evo­ 
lution of a tyrant. It is comforting to those 
who must share the same short period of 
time with them to know their demise is as 
certain as the setting sun. History has al­ 
ready catalogued their misdeeds in the 
drawer containing those of Caesar, Napol­ 
eon. Hitler and Stalin. 
Unlike Plato, they will be remembered 
for their ignorance of humanities.

lions and can be released to the 
public on request. 
Other proposed m easures receiv­ 
ing association approval include 
one which would perm it deputy 
clerks of probate court adm itted 
to the bar in their clerking court 
to practice law in that court.

Be Solved 


CLEVELAND (A P i-A study by 
Cleveland medical, men may he 
the first step in solving the un­ 
explained deaths of 48 infants in 
Cuyahoga County between April 
and N ovem ber of 1957. The study, 
being conducted at Metropolitan 
G eneral Hospital, indicates the sud­ 
den deaths may have been due 
in m any cases to a virus disease 
com parable to polio. 
The investigators isolated viral 
agents of infection from tissues of 
25 per cent of the babies, follow- 
ung autopses. 
The usual story told to the in 
vestigators was that the baby was 
apparently quite well or had only 
a slight cold when put to bed but 
a few hours later was found dead. 
Sm othering in bed clothes was ire 
quently thought to have caused 
the death. 
Viruses m ay have been present 
in m ore than 25 per cent of the I 
cases but possibly were undetect­ 
able because of inadequate meth* 
ods. the investigators said. 
They quoted authorities as indi­ 
cating that “ 25 to 44 per cent of 
ail infants dying before age two do 
so suddenly and unexpectedly with­ 
out postm ortem findings adequate 
to account for death.” 
They think that v i r u s e s are 
prim e suspects and expect to con­ 
tinue investigating them .

CINCINNATI (AP) - Lots of 
people listen to w eather reports. 
There s one Cincinnatian, though 
who listens oftener, earlier and 
later than most. It’s his job to de­ 
cide when 
s c h o o l s should be 
closed because of bad weather and 
then to notify some 79.000 pupils! 
He is George B. Redfem. assist­ 
ant superintendent of the Cincin­ 
nati public schools. When evening 
predictions of heavy snow, sleet 
or ice indicate dangerous traffic 
conditions, he goes to bed but too 
troubled to sleep. He keeps an eye 
and an ear cocked for radio and 
television weather reports. 
At 4 a.m. he really tunes in. If 
streets are slick, traffic paralyzed 
and chances of pupils and teachers 
getting to school unlikely, he goes 
into speedy action. 
Alerting 
the 
79,000 boys 
and 
girls that schools won’t open is 
just part of the job. There are 3.- 
000 teachers and hundreds of prin­ 
cipals and other school personnel 
who have to know. 
The Cincinnati Transit Co. and 
various bus owners have to be 
warned. Food suppliers have to be 
told not to deliver perishable food­ 
stuffs to school lunchrooms until 
further notice 
The chain action that Redfern 
(as the assistant superintendent in 
charge of administration and per­ 
sonnel) starts work like this: 
He telephones directors of the 
elementary and secondary schools 
for a quick conference Next, the 
superintendent is called to confirm 
the decision. He. in turn, calls de­ 
partm ent heads. 
Radio and television stations are 


contacted by Redfern and the ele­ 
mentary and secondary directors. 
Identifying code words are used 
so the stations will know the calls 
are official. 
(It is hoped, Redfem explains, 
that parents and pupils will be 
listening.) 
All transportation facilities are 
informed by the assistant super­ 
intendent of special services and 
his assistants. 
Lunchroom managers are call­ 
ed by the director of food serv­ 
ices. 
The decision to close schools 
system-wide in the early morning 
calls for the quickest and most 
concerted action. Redferm said. 
There 
also 
are 
specific 
pro­ 
cedures for closing them during 
the day if an emergency arises or 
for individual schools closing. To 
accomplish the task as promptly 
and as efficiently as possible, each 
principal, supervisor or adminis­ 
trator has a handy chart contain­ 
ing detailed directions. 
In general, Redfern said, iit s 
policy to keep schools open ’’’if 
at all possible.” 
The operational cost of one day 
of school for the Cincinnati sys­ 
tem amounts to $32,000, he went 
on. 
“ When you shut down, the cost 
goes on but you have lost that 
much education for the children,” 
he added. 
The basic question, he said, that 
decides whether to close or not 
is “can children and teachers get 
to school without undue hazard to 
themselves and others?”

Bliss Shuns 


Redistricting 


Study Panel 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
GOF Chairman Ray Bliss wrote 
Democratic Gov. Michael V. Di- 
Salle today that he had no desire 
to serve on a bipartisan commis­ 
sion to review the congressional 
districts in Ohio. 
Earlier, the governor had said 
his proposed congressional com­ 
mittee “would go down the drain’’ 
unless Bliss served. 
The committee would decide on 
a method of redistricting to give 
Ohio a 24th congressman under 
the I960 federal census. 
“Unless he (Bliss) was on the 
committee. I doubt if it could get 
through the Legislature,’’ DiSalle 
said. 
Two redistricting measures have 
been introduced in the Legisla­ 
ture, but GOP leaders said neither 
represents the p a r t y position. 
Still to be determined is whether 
a 
new 
congressman 
would 
be 
elected from a new district or at- 
large. 
Bliss in his letter to the gover­ 
nor. said: 
“ I do not concur with your re­ 
cent statement that my failure to 
accept your invitation to serve on 
a bipartisan commission to re­

WASHINGTON (AP) — A spe­ 
cial task force on economic prob­ 
lems had to w ait only a few hours 
Wednesday night to see President 
Kennedy adopt its No. I sugges­ 
tion for curbing the drain on U S. 
gold reserves. 
Kennedy told his news confer­ 
ence the value of the dollar must 
be protected and can be protected 
without restricting the movement 
of private funds between the Ignit­ 
ed States and th* rest of the 
world. 
Tile task force headed by Allan 
Sproul. former president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank 
of New 
York, met earlier Wednesday with 
Kennedy and 
Secretary of the 
Treasury Douglas D i l l o n . The 
group urged a strong statement 
by Kennedy that the dollar would 
not be devalued and that curbs 
would not be imposed on money 
movements. 
While the 22-page report of the 
three-member committee empha­ 
sized the gold-dollar problem, it 
also included suggestions for stim­ 
ulating the economy. 
Tie task force recommended 
greater federal aid to the unem­ 
ployed but said massive spending 
increases were neither necessary 
nor desirable to combat the busi­ 
ness slump. The group indicated 
it expects only a mild and brief 
recession. 
To bolster the dollar, it advo­ 
cated these new measures: 
1. Repeal of tax incentives de­ 
signed to encourage private Amer­ 
ican investment in other indus­ 
trial countries. 
2. Reduction of the amount of 
foreign 
goods 
which 
may 
be 
brought into the United States free 
of duty by tourists returning from 
overseas. The amount now is $500. 
In a statement, Kennedy called 
the report very useful and said 
the recommendations m e r i t e d 
close attention. 
The report was generally con­ 
servative in tone and frequently 
echoed the views and policies of 
former President Dwight Eisen­ 
hower and his secretary of the 
Treasury', Robert B. Anderson. 
For example, the task force 
urged Kennedy to “pursue effec­ 
tively’’ steps ordered earlier by 
Eisenhower in his effort to attack 
the gold-dollar problem. 
The group thus 
indirectly 
en­ 
dorsed Eisenhower s controversial 
move to 
gradually 
reduce the 
number 
of military 
dependents 
abroad. 
Kennedy told his news confer­ 
ence the administration is review­ 
ing the implications of Eisenhow­ 
er’s order. He said the question 


is whether some less harmful al­ 
ternative would be equally effec­ 
tive in protecting the dwindling 
gold supply. He indicated no deci­ 
sion had been made yet.
